The: Bill wuthorizing. the construction of a 

Tramway to the upper levels with « tev- 


fiinus in the Peak district was read a | 


second time on Thursday in the Legislutive 
Council. The Hon. Sir Paun Crater, 
.who introduced the Bill, explained tlhe 
object of the measure, described the route 
it was proposed to take, and said that it 
would open up an entirely new district, and 
_ was not intended to come into opposition 
with the existing Penk Tramway. He 
- pointed out, with great force and clenrness, 
‘that the new line would be a boon to 
residents on all the upper levels in the 
centre of the city, who at present ure 
absolutely dependent on the capricious and 
exacting chair coolie. ‘The Hon, GersHom 
SrewaRt, in seconding the motion, slso 
dwelt on this nhase of the question, and 
expressed a. very decided opiuion thut the 
new tramway would enable residents on the 
Qaine Road, Robinson, and Conduit Road, 
and in Queen’s Gardens, to reduce the very 
heavy ‘expenses involved in climbing to 
those levels. Both epeakers were: also 
‘sanguine that the growth of the traffic 
would very soon be sufficient to keep both 
linés fully e:nployed ; and Sir Paut Crater, 
dipping a litte into futurity, predicted that 
two other tramways, one to Mngazine Gup, 
and the other, from the west: rn extremity 
“of Bonham Road, up the slopes to» High 
West, would eventually afford acess to 
what will be the main residen ial district 
‘or the British and foreign p»pulation. No 
doubt this is looking w little far ahead, but, 
having dus regard to what has’ already 
happened within the last twenty years, it is 
ot, we think, at all unduly sanguine, pro-. 
vided, of course, that the commercial 
progress of the Colouy receives no uufore- 
‘geen and unlooked-for set’ back. 
. While we believe the residents generally

THE KOWLOON FERRY SYSTEM. 
(Daily Press, 18th November.) 


Mention has been made recently from time 
to time in our news eolumna of the inten- 
tion on the part-of the Hongkong & Kowloon 
Wharf and Godown Conpany, in association 
with the Star Ferry Company, to divert the 
ferry traffic at Kowloon to a point further 
west. The decision originated out of a desire 
to keep the ferry traffic free from the. in- 
conveniences of the wharf work, and no 
one will dispute tlie fact that in the interests 
‘of the pulilic safety. this diversion of the 
traffic is exceedingly desirable. With this 
object in view the Godown Company some 
‘time ago effected an exchange of land with 

the Government and adopted a scheme in- 
| volving not only the building of new ferry 


wharves, but also the demolition of certain 
‘of the Company's. godowns in order to 
make a thoroughfare from the new wharves 
to Robinson Road. This work, we under- 
| stand, involves an expenditure on the part 
of the Godown.Company anounting to not 
less than $125,000. Consequenily it was 
with no little concern that the shareholders. 
of the Company learnt from a paragraph 
which sppeared in the Daily Press three 
weeks ago thnt a syndicate had been formed 
with the object of starting ancther ferry 
service in competition with that of the Star 
Ferry Company. While we may cousider it 


scarcely likely that the competing service | 


would be 2 remunetative oue, as a war of 
rntes would immediately commence, it would 
certainly have the effect of cither indefinitely 
delaying the improvements about tu be under- 
taken in connection with the present service, 
or indefinitely postpowing the prospect of 
seeing any return to the shareholders for the 
$125,000 about to be spent.

The hearing of this caso was resumed. 
Mr. Looker, for the defence, said the plain- 
tiffs duty was to prova beyond reasonable 
. doubt that thera was n-gligence on the part 
-of the defendants. He quoted several cases, 
and sought to show that the Legislature having 


sanctioned the use of trucks on a public highway, 
_it was the duty ‘of the public, for instance, to 
get out of the way of passing trame. 

His Honour remarked that it amounted to an- 
authorised nuisance. for there could be-no doubt 
that tracks on a public highway constituted a 
public nuisance. aes 

‘Mr. Looker admitted this. He said it must 
- be taken that the Legislature in authorising 
~ the use of trucks on a public highway presumed 
that.the nuisance would cause a certain danger 
to the public. He spoke on the principle. of. 
identification, and argued that when a passenger 
_-engaged a ricksha he identified himself with 
the puller. . Rickshas were all pulled by 
‘Chinamen, who only knew Chinese. He 
‘thought he might trathfally say that the 
majority of those who used the rickshas did not 
understand Chinese, so that their only way of 
indicating their wishes as by sigas or the use 
of simple expressions. It was the universal 
practice for the drivers, however, to control 
the rickshas, particularly in the direction 
in which they were going. In fact, they had 
the general control. In fhe present, cas» the 
plaintiff told them very cldarly that when he 
came round the corner of Elgin Road he told 
the coolie to go very slowly, as there was no 
_ diffenlty in catching the ferry. which was just 
: comupg in, and he did not want to run the risk 
of being run into by a. trolley Whea he did 
that he at onc3 assumel the entire control of 
that ricksha for his own sifety. Apart from 
the general principle the plaintiff, by bis own 
act, identified himself with the accident, and it 
. Was peculiar to note that the particular act was 
_ to prevent himself being thrown’out, He would 
therefore suggest that there was undonbtedly 
‘ contributory negligence on the part of the 
ricksha coolie. ‘I'he coolie undertoo< the risk 
of running across this track, and was in the 
main respensible for the accident. He laid 
‘strees on the~fact. that the watchman and 
the coolies pushing the truck called upon 
the ricksha-rman to stop, and that it 
- was stated that he (the coolie) could 
have stopped had he desired to do so. 
Had Lieut. Lumsden been keaping a proper 
lookout, be would have seen the trolley coming. 
and if was obviously the du‘y of both the plain- 
tiff and the cvolie, knowing the frequency with 
which trollies cro the road, to proceed at 
- guch-a rate—the ship blocking the view—-that 
the vehicle-could he pulled up without the 
slightest fear. 
Mr. . Grist, for the plaintiff, argued that it 
was impossible to imagine that a man engaging 
a. ricksha- could be assumed to have control over 
the ocolle. Jf the ooolia on his journey deliba- 
rately ran into something how could the 
passenger be ‘held: responsible? It could 
never be upheld that the coolie. was under

Mr. Slade said he had not been through the 
log books.

J. Chivers, chief officer of the Ujcna when 
the collision occurred, gave evidence :—At the 
time the Ujina was coming from Singapore to 
Hongkong. Her gross tonnage is 5,310; nett 
3.426. There was about 8,000 tons deadweight 
of general cargo and bunker coal on board at the 
time -of collision. The vessel is 420 feet long 
overall; nominal h.p., 290. Her ordinary full 
speed is about eight knots. Sheis a single screw 
steamer. On the 3rd August we first of all 
observed the Worgsoi coming up astern of us, 
overtaking cur ship. This would have been 
between five and six o'clock in the afternoon. 
She passed us well outside Green Island, pro- 
bably five or six miles sonth of it. She was 
proceeding towards Sulphur Channel. When 
she passed throngh Sulphur Channel we lost 
sight of her. She was then approximately 
about a mile ahead of us, possibly more. We 
stood on the course till reaching Sulphur 
Channel, and then passed through. I was on 
the forecastle head then at my station. After 


passing through the Channel the course may. 


have been altered, but I do not like to give 
evidence on that yoint as I was forward.

was that he got shaved at the defendant com- 
pany’s establishment; and in consequence of the 
condition of the razor he coitracted barber’s 
itch, for which he claimed damages. The only 
two points were whether he contracted the 
disease from the defendant's shop, and if so 
whether he was entitled to damages. Barber's 
itch was a species of ringworm, Plaintiff 
was in the habit of shaving himself during 
the year he had been in the Colony, with the 
exception of a few occasions on which he had 
been shaved at the defendant company’s saloon. 
On the 24th ‘September he was shaved by them 
and bad not been shaved by anyone before that 
for about eight or ten weeks. About ten or 
eleven days later he began to notice eruptions on 
his.face, and on consulting Dr Stedman it was 
pronounced to be barber's itch and he was unable 
to shave for three weeks. He liad to wear band- 
ages round his neck and presented an unsight- 
ly appearance. © 

Plaintiff, sworn, deposed that he was acting 
manager at Hongkong of the Singer Manufac- 
turing Company. -He had suffered incon- 
venience through the disease, and had been un- 
able to attend to ¢ustomers because of his 
appearance. He had always kept his razor 
locked up, but left his brush out in his room. 

Dr. Rennie said that barber's itch was gener- 
ally caught by inoculation and the usual agent 
was the shiving brush. The disease generally 
became visible after from three to ten days. 
Chinose in shaving usually rubbed the soap on 
their heads with their hands, but might at times 
use a brush. 

Mr Pollock submitted that there was no 
evidence such as could.be accepted “by the 
Court; except the medical evidence, and the 
doctor who had attended the plaintiff was out of 
the’ Colony. It was also nece for the 
plaintiff to show beyond reasonable doubt that 
he had contracted the disease at the defendant's 
shop. It had been shown that the plaintiff's 
brush had been left. where his‘boy could get it, 
and Chinese frequently suffered from this

LL HUNG-CHANG ON THE MAN. 
77 .CHURIAN QUESTION. ‘ 


-The Times states that it has received from a 
trustworthy source the following summary of a 
letter,written by Li Hung-chang on September 
80th, 19 1—i.e., afew weeks before his death— 
to Yung-lu, then one of the most influential of 
the Empress-Dowager's advisers. The Russian 
Government was at the time again pressing 
China to agree to a convention practically re- 
gularizing the tituatiun in the Manchurian 
provinces which had been occupied by the 
‘Russian forces in the autumn of 1900 under 
cover of the Boxer movement, This proposed 
convention, like the first one, which had been 
rejected by the Chinese Court in April, 1901, 


. under pressure from Japan as well as from the 


great Yany-tsze Viceroys, met with very strong 
opposition from the same quirters The 
Dowager-Empress was then travelling back to 
Peking from Singhan-fa, whither she had fled 


. after the occupation of- Peking by the inter- 


‘Rational forces. Li Hung-chang, whose health, 
was rapidly failing, doubtless wrote this letter 
to-his colleague in the Iniperial train for the 
purpose of helping him to hasten tlie Empress's 
decision in favour of the Russian demands. 
The letter was to the following effect:—Muny 
Chinese officials contend that Manchuria must 
on no account be abandoned to Russia. Those 
who hold this language do not understand the 
present circumstances and are unable to look 
into the future. If we leave the Russians in 
possession of Manchuria no serious harm will 
ensue, for in that case friction will arise 


~~ between Russia and Japan oa the frontiers of 


Kore, and-a conflict is bound to break out 
between the two rival Powere. In the event of 
war; should things take an unfavourable turn 
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for the Japanese, it will be our business to join 
the Russians, and help them to crush the 
Japanese, thus establishing a claim upon the 
gratitude of Russia, who. retaining Korea 
for herself, will give back Manchuria to Uhina. 
If, on the other hand, the Russians are unable 
to withstand the Japanese. we can join with the 
latter and help them to drive the Russians out 
of Manchuria without rnnning any grave risks, 
whilet -in present circumstances it might he 
difficult for us to recover possession of it. Eng- 
land, it is true, attaches great importance fo the 
Manchurian question, but that is not a considera- 
tion that can carry much weight with us, for 
England cannot employ foree. Ge many is 
nentral, France is a mere distant. spectator, and: 
America maintams si'ence. Our Vicaroys in 
the soyth who bold other‘ opinions have no 
knowledge of the diplomatic situation. I there- 
fore beg you to take the greatest pains to 
prevent their views reaching the Dowager- 
Empress. I cannot Hve much longer, and lL can 
only implore you to go on acting in accordance 
with my. principles. In this you will receive 
valuable assistance from Yuan Shih-kai.
